W-League: The-Planet's Premier Domestic League 


With he formation of a national 
women's professional league on 
the horizon, all eyes wil be on 
the W-League in 2000 Entering 
its sixth season of operation, the 
W-League remains the country 
only soccer league for female 
players. Classified as an "open" 
league, the W-League allows 
college, amateur and youth 
players to play alongside 
professionals at a high level. 

A combined total of 36 teams, 
the most in the six-year history 
ofthe league will compete in 
the Wel and W-2 leagues in 
2000. With several former W- 
League players representing the 
United States in last year's 
Women's Word Cup, United 
Soccer Leagues can make the 
claim that the W-League is the 
most competitive domestic 
league in the word. 


“With each year, the W-League 
ains more credibility and 
acceptance as the senior 
women's program in the 
country" said USL President 
Francisco Marcos. "The number 
of W-League players who have 
been called into the National 
Pool prove that we're on the 
fight rack in doing our share to 
develop the best women's 
players in the country." 


In 1999, the Raleigh Wings 
became the first W-League team. 
to ever repeat as champions 
when they battled back from two 
goals down to sneak past the 
previously undefeated Chicago 
Cabras in a shootout. The 3-2 


victory capped a 13-1 regular 
‘season and gave the Wings an 
alltime record, including. 
postseason games, of 33-1 in 
their two-year history. 

The Cobras, featuring Canadian 
{Intemational Charmaine Hooper 
and W-1 Most Valuable Player 
‘and Goalkeeper of the Year 
Danielle Dion, were attempting. 
to duplicate Raleigh's perfect 
17-0 season of '98, after racing 
through their regular season 
schedule with 14 straight 
victories, outscoring opponents 
544. 


But, former National Team. 
forward Wendy Gebauer cut a 2- 
O deficitin half just before the 


‘The W-1 League also saw 
successful expansion into 
Canada in 1999 as franchises in 
Toronto and Laval joined the 
league. The addition of the 
Ottawa Furyin 2000 brings W- 
League membership north of the. 
border to three. 


The Fort Collins Force also 
joined W-1 after winning the 

inaugural W-2 Championship in 
1998. The 1999 W-2 Champion 
North Texas Heat wil follow suit, 
Joining the Westem Conference 


‘of W-1 in2000. The Heat 
‘compiled an 8-2 regular season, 
then swept through the playoffs 
with three straight victories to 
win the 1989 W-2 Champion- 
ship. 

The Heat, the first USL team to 
be owned by a state soccer. 
association, battled the host 
‘Springfield Sirens in the final 
{that stood at 1-1 until halftime, 
after the teams exchanged 
strikes early in the game. 


But, 10 minutes into the second 
half, North Texas broke the game 
‘open with four goals in 18 
minutes, including а pair by Kim 
Brown and the 55th minute 
‘game-winner by the game's. 
Most Valuable Player, Nikki 
Tompkins. 


North Texas victory put a 
damper on the championship 
weekend in Springfield, Mass, 
which attracted more than 
5,500 fans for the two-day 
event, including a championship 
game crowd of 3282. 


The Sirens were named the W-2 
Organization ofthe Year in 1999 
after putting together a 
tremendous inaugural season in 
which they were a hit both on the 
field, where they were 9-3 during 
the regular season, and off the 
field, where they drew an 
average of 1,391 fans. 


League-wide attendance. 


fans passed through the gates at 
Wel and W-2 games in 1999, 


With expansion franchises in 
Ottawa, Oklahoma, Charte, 
Cincinnati Colorado. Kentucky 
and New Brunswick set to 
compete in the W-League, USL 
‘hopes the 2000 W-League total 
attendance figure will exceed 
100,000. 


The W-League will take a step 
toward playing the “traditional” 
dame of soccer as it wil allow 
fames to end in ties in 2000 
and the official time wil be kept 
bythe referee on the field. 


The team that wins the W-2 
National Championship has the 
opportunity to be considered for 
promotion to W-1. This concept, 
which was adopted by USL in 
and has allowed forthe 
advancement of both Fort 
Collins and North Texas over the 
past wo seasons, adds an 
element of excitement in that 
local fans can follow their team 
{nits attempt to advance to the 
‘next level. Consideration for 
promotionis given providing the 
team meets the league's criteria 
{or stadium size and facilities, 
plus other financial and 
‘organizational requirements. 


W-1 teams will again play a 14- 
game regular season schedule, 
while W-2 teams will play 12 
ames. Each team wili receive a 
bye weekend during the season 
in order to allow players to 
participate in the United States 
Amateur Soccer Association 
Regional Tournament. With 
offseason realignment shaping 
‘each league into four confer- 
ences, regular season games. 
wil take on added importance

Both W-1 and W-2 will kick off 
the 2000 season during the first 
weekend of May and both 
seasons will conclude in ate. 
July. The W-2 National Champi-

Aug, 13, The host sites for both 
games willbe determined ata 
later date. 


‘The teams featured in today's

million persons attended USL 
games in each of the past five 
years, part of a growing legion of

Founded in 1986, United Soccer 
Leagues enters the 21st century 
with 127 teams in five leagues. 
The system provides the starting 
polat for players who aspire to 
play at the highest levei. Top 
male players are able to follow a 
pipeline that eventual leads to 
Major League Soccer, playing for 
a foreign club, or even being, 
called up tothe national team. 
Top female players gain 
exposure by competing in the 
world's most competitive 
domestic league. Entering its 
Sith season in 2000, the W- 
League has produced several 
future candidates forthe 
national team. 


The phrase "Building the 
Foundation for the Future" 
refers to USL's commitment to 
developing the pyramid 
structure for soccer in America 
In recent years, the league 
system has served as a platform.

With Major League Soccer atthe 
peak, the support structure of 
the pyramid is USL, the second.

The A-League, classified by US, 
Soccer, the sport's national 
{Governing body, as a Division I 
professional league, includes 25 
teams, 22 in various sized 
‘markets throughout the United 
States and three In Canada, 
where the league is classified as 
Divisioni. 


One step below the A-League is 
the D3 Pro League which, as its 
name implies, is classified by 
U.S. Soccer as a Division И 
league. With 22 teams set to 
compete in 1999, the D3 Pro 
League is the first taste of 
professional soccer for many 
players.
